Charged with complicity in the mur- |
|der of Dave Wilson near Forest City
two weeks ago, Ralph Brown, a young
white man, was arrested just outside |
of the city limits late yesterday by
Chief of Police Lentz and Officer Sig-
mon and lodged in jail to await the
arrival of a Rutherford county official
today. Brown denied taking part in
the murder, saying that Ben Hensley,
who is also wanted, fired the fatal |
shots. According to Brown, three |
shots were fired by Hensley, while
the prisoner made off from the scene
as fast as he could run.

Brown was on his way to see his
father who lives in the rear of the
Lenoir College campus when some-
body telephoned the police department|
that he was here. He landed at 4:32
and set out to walk home. Messrs.
Lentz and Sigmon intercepted him,
Brown surrendered with nothing more
than a protest of his innocence and
was brought to the station. '

Brown's wife, hearing that her hus-
band had been arrested, went to the
station house last night and request-
ed that she be alloweq to remain in
the cell with him. She remained 2l
night, and insisted that she would
stay with him through all his troubles.
Other members of the family visited
the jail last night.

It is said that Wilson was robbed
and murdered and rewards of $50 had
been offered for Brown and Hendsley.
Sheriff Tanner arrived in the city
this afternoon and returned with
Brown to Forest City, where the pre-
liminary trial will be held. Ruther-
ford superior court will convene in
two weeks. The sheriff said that there
was some doubt as to who did the
shooting, one witness saying Brown
fired the fatal shots and another plac-
ing the blame on Hensley.

Great Britain’s Success in Combatting Submarine
| Warfare Vindicates Faith of American
Naval Officers and Causes Revision
of American Program

will say that the great European war
began on Friday afterncon, Septem-
ber 20, 1911. This mey sound start-
ling to those who have read so often
that the murder of the Austrian arch- |
duke at Sarajevo, on June 28, 1914,
was the spot where the conflagration
started. It started long before that
fatal Sunday, says the Boston Globe.

This
war accomplished several important
strokes in one. It caused trouble be-
tween an old ally of the Germans and
a new one. It weakened both. A new
Italinn empire between the French Mo-
rocen and Eneland’s Egypt meant that
the triple alliance was a thing of the
past.,  Haly would far prefer to break
an unpopular alliance than lose a
rich eoalony which had cost her dearly
in men and money.

Ouiclk on the heels of the Turco-
If=lizn war came the Balkan strug-
ale. With the fine new Turkish army
inn the African desert the diplomats of
the allies at Sofia, Athens and Bel-
srade did not find much difficulty in
pointing out the weakened condition
of the Turk.

Backed by the encouragement from
Ensland, France and Russia, the Bal-
kan States seized the onportunity oe-
¢acioned hy the Turco-Italian war.
One erew out of the other as a de-
valopment of a far-sighted plan.

With the outbreak of the Balkan
(iermany was more than ever
provoked. She was alarmed. To
save Constantinople and break up the
united action of the Balkan States
dissension was bred among them. It
has always been easy to spread
dissension in the Balkan peninsula.
Once disrupted, like Humpty-Dumpty,
it was impossible to nring the Bal-
kans together again. HRealizing their
importance, Russia and Germany
both cajoled and threatened the lit-
tle nations until a reasonable and sat-
isfactory peace hecame possible.

Pan-Servianism became intensified
and more closely allied with Pan-Slav-
ism and pan-Slavism is nothing more .
than Pan-Russianism. Thus when
Austria became so provoked with tha
increasing menace from the Serbians,
now more powerful than ever before,
that the famous ultimatum of Count
Rerchtold was delivered, Russia telt
hound to stand back of Serbia—and
the European war was on.

Thus it can be seen that since Fri-
day afternoon, September 29, 1911,
there have been a few armistices, but
no real peace, and that Turco-Italian
and the Balkan campaigns were mere-
ly preliminary struggles to the great
contest which is now being waged.
It iz like a mighty fire burning
through the forest, blazing up here,
zoing out in one place, only to break
out afresh with increased intensity
elsewhere—and we cannot see the end.

One effect of this will be a program
of more dreadnaughts rather than
building submarines, It is explained,
that the successful meang of repelling
submarine warfare will not prevent
the building of a submarine fleet. The
new undersea boats will have a high
speed and will earry light guns.

Naval oflicers realize that the re-
markable success of German undersea-
boats created a profound impression
throughout the country and was the
cause of a strong sentiment for build-
ing them to the exclusion of bLattle-
ships.
